Here  is  an  unusual  combination — a iraniatic  ver- 
sion of  Cervantes’  immortal  “Don  Quixote”  and 
Otis  Skinner.  T aken  singly,  one  of  these  occasions 
might  be  looked  upon  as  something  of  an  event,  but 
both  on  one  program  is  indeed  a feast  of  fat  things — 
an  enticing  theatrical  table  d'hote.

The  coming  of  Otis  Skinner  to  the  Colonial  Thea- 
tre, in  Melchior  Lengyel’s  heroic  comedy  “Sancho 
Panza,’’  based  on  several  of  the  more  popular  epi- 
sodes in  Miguel  deCervantes’  story,  “Don  Quixote 
de  la  Mancha.’’

The  principal  players  include  Russ  Whytal,  Fred- 
erick Tiden,  Marguerite  Forrest,  Robert  Rosaire, 
Stewart  Baird,  Herbert  Delmore,  Charles  Halton, 
Harry  Lewellyn,  H.  H.  McCollum,  Rubi  Trelease, 
Robert  Robson,  Anthony  Andre,  Richard  Cramer, 
William  H.  White,  Olga  Treskoff,  Meyer  Berenson, 
Helen  Crenelle,  and  Royal  Cutter.  In  addition  to 
the  principal  players  there  is  a large  ensemble  of 
singers,  dancers,  and  supernumeraries.

CERVANTES  IN  1605  AND  TODAY. 

Sancho  Panza,  the  great  popular  character  of  Spanish  literature,  was  first 
introduced  to  the  reading  world  in  1605  in  Miguel  de  Cervantes’  “The  History  of 
Don  Quixote  de  la  Mancha.” 

Don  Quixote  (his  name  gave  to  our  English  language  the  adjective  quixotic) 
went  about  trying  to  restore  the  world  to  chivalry.  He  was  accompanied  by  the 
rotund  Sancho  and  the  latter’s  donkey,  Dapple.  Don  Quixote  had  promised 
Sancho  the  governorship  of  an  island  as  soon  as  he  should  “conquer  a kingdom.” 
The  incident  most  familiar  to  English  readers  is  the  adventure  of  the  windmills 
immortalized  by  the  artist  Dore. 

The  book  is  a satire  on  romance,  a satire  on  government,  a satire  on  life.  Its 
humor,  its  vitality,  its  philosophy,  have  made  it  a story  not  only  of  Cervantes’ 
time,  but  of  all  time.  For  Cervantes  was  centuries  ahead  of  his  age  in  idea  and 
thought.  In  a day  of  absolute  monarchy  he  foresaw  the  times  of  Grant  and 
Lincoln,  the  times  when  the  man  who  gave — not  took — the  most  would  rule  men’s 
hearts  and  lives.
